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Hs School was begun, by ſeveral Pro- 
teſtant Diſſenters of different Denomi- 
nations, Miniſters, and others, in the Year 
1714; that Period of fignal Deliverance from 
common Danger. It was formed on thoſe 
Chriſtian Principles wherein they all agreed, 
and is conducted on the ſame Catholic Founda- 
tion, without any reſpect to Parties. | 

Forty Boys were, at firſt, received into 
the School ; the next Year, by the Smiles of 
an indulgent Providence, on the generous Un- 
dertaking, they were increafed to the Number 
of Fifty; and the ſame Number is ſtill ſup- 
ported hy this charitable Inſtitution. 

THe Objects of this Charity are annually 
Clothed, and not only taught Reading, Wri- 
ting, and Arithmetick, to fit them for civil 
Life, but alſo conſtantly inſtructed in the Prin- 
ciples of the Chriſtian Religion, with a View to 
their Spiritual and Eternal Welfare. 

IT appearing on Enquiry, that the Parents 
of the Children, in Compaſſion to whom this 
School was eteRed, are not only incapable of 
giving them Education, but alſo of procuring 
- Subfiſtence for themſelves ; this good Work, is 
not merely to train up ſuch Children in the 
Manner above repreſented, but likewiſe to fur- 
niſh them with the Means of getting their own 
Living, by putting them Apprenuces, to 
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Maſters, to whom a Premium is given by the: 
Mrnagers for their Encouragement. 

A Dzs16N of this Extent and Importance 
muſt be attended with conſiderable Expence ; 
the Sources whence Supplies are derived cannot 
but be liable to continual Alterations, and the 
Number of Subſcribers have lately dechned 
from various unavoidable Cauſes. 

Cx Conſiderations fo important, they who 
are converned for this valuable and ſucceſsful 
Inſtitution, do earneſtly recommend it to the 
Patronage of thoſe benevolent Perſons who wiſh 
to advance the Uivine Glory by promoting the 
Hi; pincls of Mankind, eſpecially, of the rifing 
Geaciation, more particularly, when Atheiſm 
and Lic nticutiels are making ſuch viable and 
dreadful Progre s in the Nation, 

To guard the tender Minds of the Children 
ag inſt Popery, that utter Enemy to the civil 
Sod religious Liberties of Mankind, Fox's 
Nlartyrology (that excellent Book) has been 
given to the School, in which the Boys are ob- 
liged to read publickly at certain Times. 

Tu ar thoſe to whom this Addreſs is reſpect- 
fully preſents d may form ſome juſt Idea of the 
Manner in which the C ;harity held up to their 
View is conducted, it is thought not improper 
to annex the following general Rules and Orders. 
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1. HAT that the School ſhall conſiſt of 

Fifty poor Boys to be inſtructed by 

one Mafter, who ſhall receive Fitty-two Pounds, 
Fen Shillings per Aumn. 

I. Taart twelve Managers ſhall be annu— 
ally choſen by the Subſcribers. to carry on this 
charitable Defign, viz. Six Pado-baptiſts, and 
Six Anti- pzdo-baptifts ; ; Four of which 1 bo 
old Managers, and Two Miniſters, Who «fit 
in carrying on the Lecture; and the Choice vi 
the ſaid Six ſhali be made by the Managers 
themlelves, out of whom a Treaturer ſhall be 
elected, one Lear of one Denomination, the 
next of the other: and that the Tune of Elect ion | 
be the ſecond T hu? day in April, when a Re- | 
port ſhall be made of the State and Condition of | 
the School; and the old, and elect Treaturer, 
and Managers, ſhall meet that Day Fortnight 
to appoint Auditors of the Accounts of the Year 
paſt, and to order the Balance rem: aming in the 
Hands of the old Treafurer te be paid into the 
Hands of his Succeſſor.

V. THAT no Boy s be admitted into the School 
under Nine Years of Age, nor any who are not 
capable of reading a Chapter i in the New Teſt- 
ament : but if not ſo qualified, the Managers 
ſhall have a Diſcretionary Power to put any 
Number of Boys, not exceeding Six, to a Mif- 
treſs, and pay for their Schooling for Three 
Months, and if not qualified then, the Preſenter 
to have a Right of nominating another Boy. 

VI. Tnar no Boys be taken into the School 
but by the Managers, and that the Character 
and Nite fity of the Parents be teflified by one 
or more of the Subſcribers ; every Object ſhall 
be minuted down, and taken in, in Courſe, as 
Vacancies happen, without ReſpeR of Perſons; 
and that the Miniſters who carry on the Lec- 
ture, and Subſcribers, who continue to pay their 
Subſcriptions, fhall have a Right, in their 
Turns, to prefent Boys to be taken into the 
School; ; the Minifters, and thoſe who ſubſcribe 
Forty Shillings per Annum, or upwards, to pre- 
ſent Two, and thoſe who ſubſcribe a leſs Sum 
to preſent One, leaving ir ſtill with the Mana- 

ers to judge whether the Boys are proper Ob- 
jocts. The Right of preſenting to go by Scni- 
ority of ſubſcribing, provided the ah a 
are paid to the laſt Year. 

VII. On every Vacancy in the School, the 
Managers without Delay, ſhall ſend Notice 
thereof in Writing, to the Perſon who hath 
the 
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the Right of the next Preſentation ; and it he 
neglects, or doth not preſent a tit O! hject with- 
in Three M:etings of the Nanagers, not leſs 
than one Week Aint, (prov ided he hath due 
Notice of each Meeting) then the next Subſcri- 
ber in Courte ſhall make his Preſentation, and 
ſo on. (A 

VIII. Th art Books be kept, in which ſhall 
he inſerted all the Subſc . 1 Names, the 
Sums they ſubſcribe, the Time they preſented, 
the Names of all the Boys, their ſeveral Ages 
when taken in, by whom recommended, and 
alſo when diſcharged, with the Reaſon or Rea- 
ſons thereof. 

IX. TuaT no Boy bg continued in this 

School after Fourtcen Years of Age. 
KX. Taar when any Boy as. fit to put Ap- 
Prentice, if the Subſcriptions are ſufſicient, the 
Managers may aſſiſt in putting them to a pro- 
per Trade and Matter, with this Limitation, 
that, not above Forty Shillings ſhall be given 
with any one Boy. And if any Boy is put Ap- 
prentice to his Parents, there ſhall be no Al- 
I-wance, unleſs the Managers ſhall ſee rcal 
Neceſſity for it. 

XI. Tur no Boy, when of Age, be con- 
tinned a Sopernumerary longer than Three 
Months, a. if nt provided with a Maſter in 
that Time, ſhatl be excluded che Bcnein of 
what the School allows. 

XII. Tx ar the Fifty Boys be cloathed annu- 
ally at the Direction of the Managers ; and 


that, on the firſt convenient Day, a Sermon 
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ſhall be preached and a Collection made on the 
 Occahion; befides which there ſhall be a Col- 
lection made at the Lecture, once in Six 
Weeks. x 
XIII. Thar the Boys be ſupplied by the 
Managers with all neceſſary Books, viz. Spell- 
ing Books, Teſtaments, Catechiſms, Pſalm- 
Books, Writing and Cyphering Books, conve- 
nient Firing, and all cther Things proper for 
the School. | 
XIV. Thar a Catechiſm be printed for the 
Uſe of the School, agreeing with the Aﬀem- 
bly's, the Ninety-fifth Queſtion, referring to
